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Silverman And Neal Join 
Incumbents In Monday Victory 


Only a handful of spectators were 
waiting in the rotunda of Town Hall Mon- 
day night, when the returns started going 
up shortly after 8:30, a precinct at a time. 

Amid comments of ‘I never saw one 
like this,”’ and ‘“‘gee, it’s awfully quiet,” 
Asst. Town Clerk Olga Palenski posted the 
unofficial totals shortly after 9. 

In the end, Incumbent Selectman 
Edward Harris and Incumbent Schoolman 
Donald Robb were comfortably returned 
to their boards for threé-year terms, but 
each was out run by a “new” though 
familiar face. 

Selectman-elect Gerald Silverman at- 
tributed the success of himself and new 
School Committeeman Dick Neal -to the 
fact that they’re long-time residents who 
have been involved in many aspects of the 
community. 

He said he had noticed that many peo- 
ple, on. the way to the polls, had greeted 
the two by their first names. 

Defeated in their -first tryouts for elec- 
tive office were Randolph Lehman-

Becker, co-minister of the Unitarian- 
Universalist Church and Joe Baglio, a 
West P.T.O. veteran who served on the 
Declining Enrollment Committee and con- 
tinues to update population projections. 

It was an unusually poor turnout, with 
about 20 percent of the town’s registered 
voters — or a total of 3160 — coming out on 
a bright, sunny day. 

Town Moderator James Doherty once 
again was leading vote-getter, on his way 
to a third one-year term. He earned 2522 
votes of confidence, while Richard 
Savrann received 2445 votes toward a five- 
year term on the Andover Housing 
Authority. Both were unopposed. 

Silverman drew 2245 votes, to 1744 for 
Harris and 1228 for Lehman-Becker, while 
Neal polled 2159, compared to 1775 for 
Robb and 1140 for Baglio. 

Voters, by an unimpressive tally of 1690 
to 1133, also okayed a referendum item 
which would remove public works 
employees from Civil Service classifica- 
tion. 


Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark said 
Tuesday he was ‘“‘pleased’’ with the deci- 
sion, ‘“‘which will enable us, over time, to 
make some good improvements.’’ 

The question does not apply to current 
DPW employees, but would for future 
ones, give the town control over employ- 
ment questions that have previously been 
governed by the state. 

Voter traffic:through the central polling 
place in the high school gymnasium was 
Steady all day Monday, according to Town 
Clerk Elden Salter, but there never were a 
lot of people at once. 

Salter warns that the total of 16,350 
registered voters is misleading for com- 
Parison purposes, because it contains 
names of many people who have moved. 
They will be culled in the spring after 
they’re sent first class letters. 

But, Salter also notes that there are 
many more voters than last year, when a 
3672-vote turn-out was considered good in-

Interchanges Forthcoming, 
The Question Is When? 


The state had good news for Andover 
last week: a new interchange at Lowell 
Junction and an upgraded interchange at 
River Road ranked second and third 
among the state’s priorities for improving 
access to Interstate 93. 

The priorities were set after an exten- 
sive study by the State Department of 
Public Works on improving access to I-93 
from Woburn to the New Hampshire 
border. Results of the study were revealed 
Friday morning in Boston, Town Manager 
Jared S, A. Clark said last week. 

Clark attended the state meeting along 
with Director of Community Planning and 
Development Rhys Kear, and Selectmen 
Edward Harris and Susan Poore. 

The study recommends that a new in- 
terchange with an access road to Ballard- 
vale Street east and Tewksbury Street 
west be added in the Lowell Junction area, 
at an estimated cost of $5,700,000. 

The River Road interchange should be 
upgraded to a partial or full cloverleaf, the 
study continues, with the road widened to 
four lanes, at an estimated cost of $2,200,-

the 1-95° Route 128/1-93 interchange in 
Woburn, at an estimated cost of $26,520, -

‘We are very pleased that changes that 
will benefit Andover are in the top three 
priorities,’”’ Clark said, 

However, there is some bad news as 
well, he added. ‘‘We are not pleased that 
the state’s optimistic time frame for com- 
pletion of the projects is 10 years.” 

Why the long delay? Further planning 
Studies are necessary, Clark explained, in- 
cluding environmental impact and design 
engineering studies, while right-of-way 
acquisition problems and litigation could 
lengthen the process. 

But public support could play a large 
role in speeding up the Andover projects, 
Clark said. ‘‘If we can show the state how 
we can resolve most of the possible 
problems, and demonstrate strong com- 
munity support, I can see our projects 
moving from number two and three to 
number one, in being actually under- 
taken,”’ 

Clark believes the state ‘will move 
ahead more quickly’’ on those projects 
that can most easily be implemented, 

The town manager said he would like the 
town ‘‘to do everything we can at the local 
level to demonstrate the technical and 
political feasibility of these projects, to 
bring them into existence sooner.’’ 

The state has already seen some town 


Support for the Lowell Junction project, in 
the form of a petition signed by 386 
Ballardvale residents. Clark presented the 
petition to the Bureau of Transportation 
Planning and Development at Friday’s 
meeting. 

A citizens’ advocacy committee would 
be ‘helpful’, Clark said; he will also 
recommend to the selectmen and planning 
board that a public information meeting 
on the projects be held during the late spr- 
ing or early summer. 

Area industries such as Gillette and 
Hewlett-Parkard are also in favor of the 
new interchange, Clark said. ‘These in- 
dustries are pushing very hard to have the 
access problems resolved because it 
would help make them more profitable,”’

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Selectmen Still Eye Tax Cap, Budget, 


The selectmen took another look at the 
1981 budget last Wednesday, focusing on 
several areas where they disagreed with 
Finance Committee recommendations, 
and aiming to reduce the budget by $142,- 
000 to keep the governor’s tax cap. 

“There are a few differences with the 
Finance Committee to address,” Town 
Manager Jared S. A. Clark told the 
selectmen, adding that ‘‘it would be help- 
ful to town meeting to minimize these 
differences.”’ 

However, his first recommendation was 
that ‘we do whatever wer can to reach a 4 
percent increase in the tax rate.’’ Towards 
that end, approximately $126,000 should be 
cut from the amount to be raised by taxa- 
tion, Clark said. 

The selectmen and finance committee 
should also ‘‘provide some guidance to 
town meeting’ on where further cuts 
might be made, if necessary, to achieve 
the state-imposed tax cap, the town 
manager said. 

“Tf town meeting wants to make further 
cuts, they should be provided with a ‘hit 
list’,”’ Clark suggested, ‘‘or else how will 
town meeting make the choices? 

“There are some departments we just 
can’t affort to cut from,” he said, “‘some 
that are already down to the basic 
necessities.”

Selectman Susan Poore agreed that a hit 
list, which could be included in the finance 
committee’s report, would make town 
meeting ‘‘more meaningful’, because 
voters would participate in decision- 
making rather than being spoon fed.” 

The selectmen held off on considering 
operating costs for the Ballardvale Com- 
munity Center until after this week’s elec- 
tions. “‘This is very controversial,” said 
Selectman James Abramson, “‘and it 
should be considered by the new board.” 


The selectmen stayed with an earlier 
decision to cut a maintenance position 
with a $7,340 salary from the department 
of Community Services, although the 
FinCom had voted to leave it in the 
budget. 

They also voted against what Clark call- 
ed a ‘compromise figure’ of $5000 for a 
part-time maintenance worker. 

Director of Community Services Joan 
Pearson said the position was necessary 
because the department’s one 
maintenance worker cannot care for the 
town’s ballfields and parks alone. In past 
years he has been assisted by CETA 
workers, she said. 

Abramson objected to hiring a paid 
employee to fill a former CETA position, 
suggesting that public works employees or 
people-who use the fields could help main- 
tain them. : 

‘Somewhere along the line we’ve got to 
say, ‘‘hey, we just can’t keep adding new 
people,’’ Abramson said. 

Although selectman Norma Gammon 
moved to put money for the position back 
into the budget, her motion was not 
seconded. 

Abramson, Poore, and Chairman 
Edward Harris voted against the DCS 
maintenance position. (Selectman 
Lawrence Sullivan lef the meeting, his 
last, before the budget discussion began. ) 

The selectmen agreed with the finance 
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committee, however, on budget cuts for 
the Council on Aging: Both groups voted to 
eliminate $300 for in-state travel ex- 
penses, and $700 representing a ten per- 
cent increase in electricity costs. 

The selectmen also followed the 
FinCom’s lead in voting to cut $350 for out- 
of-state travel expenses, and $2000 for 
special programs. 

The selectmen voted to leave in $100 for 
telephone costs, although the FinCom had 
cut it. 

Only Harris voted against cutting the 
travel allowances. 

The selectmen found themselves in 
agreement with the FinCom on a list of 
budget ‘‘adjustments’’, or increases, 
made by the finance committee.

After a campaign that was ‘“‘more fun 
than work,’’ Silverman joked that his first 
priority was ‘‘to cut out smoking at the 
selectmen’s meetings.”’ 

Finances and the budget are the most 
important issues facing the town in the 
months ahead, Silverman said later. ‘‘It 
looks like we won’t be getting as much

state and federal aid as we have in the 
past,”’ he said. ‘‘And if federal revenue- 
sharing is cut, then like everyone else, 
we’ll be in trouble. 

‘‘We’re going to have to bite the bullet,”’ 
he concluded, ‘‘unless the people are will- 
ing to pay for the things they want.” 


Silverman added that he would like to 
see selectmen’s meetings that deal with a 
section of town held in that part of town, 
citing a recent session on the Ballardvale 
Community Center. 

‘‘There’s no reason why the selectmen 
have to be tied to that building (the 
Memorial Hall library conference 
room),”’ he said. 

Commenting on the low voter turnout, 
Silverman said he ‘‘felt bad that there 
wasn’t more interest. But,’’ he said, smil- 
ing broadly, ‘‘the people who supported 
me showed up — and that’s what counts.”

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Lawrence Sullivan 


Lawrence Sullivan offered his ‘‘obser- 
vations on the last year’ to the selectmen 
last week, during the last meeting of his 
one-year term. 

“T urge the adminstration to adopt a 
policy of slow growth or no growth in the 
coming decade,” Sullivan said, reading 
from a prepared statement. Many 
residents fear the town is ‘‘becoming a 
city,’ Sullivan said, and town: officials 
should ‘‘allow the community to catch its 
breath. Bigger is not necessarily better.’’ 

He also suggested that the Department 
of Community Services should not be 
treated “‘like a stepchild. It is not a luxury 
— it is unique. “Sullivan added that the 
department should not always be the first. 
to suffer budget cuts, because it’s essen- 
tial only to those who do not use them.”’ 

The departing selectman offered his 
apologies to the town’s public safety 
departments ‘‘for not being able to 
provide all the tools’’ they need, explain- 
ing that this is determined by the town’s 
“ability to pay for them.’’ 

Sullivan also offered ‘‘a vote of con- 
fidence in the months and years ahead”’ to 
Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark. 

It is the selectmen who ‘‘keep the 
wheels moving’’ between town meetings, 
Sullivan said, calling town meeting ‘‘the 
best form of government — a 
democracy.” 

“The selectmen are not required to act 
in unanimity,’’ he added. “In that case, 
there would be no board, but only one 
selectman.”’

Robb noted that one point kept popping 
up during the campaign: lack of com- 
munication between parents and the 
schools, 

“They want better information and 
earlier,’’ he said. 

For instance, he said, ‘‘people don’t 
seem to understand why we’re talking 
about building in a time of declining 
enrollment. 

‘People also want to know what’s 
happening at the high school. What do the 
different levels mean. Why are their 
children placed in one instead of 
another?”’ 

Robb said the first step toward improve- 
ment would be for the school committee to 
sit down and discuss the problem with the 
superintendent and other personnel. 

“IT would like to see more informal 
meetings with the administrators,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Certainly not at every school com- 
mittee meeting, but periodically.”’ 

He said he also felt there are a lot of 
people who would support more than a tax 
cap budget, “‘if they feel they have ac- 
curate information.”’ 

The key, Robb said, will be to get as 
much information as possible into the 
community before town meeting.

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A 1250-seat high school auditorium is 
sufficient to serve Andover’s needs, the 
selectmen decided last week, although the 
majority of school committee members 
were said to favor at least 1400 seats. 

“We’re talking about money,’’ Chair- 
man Edward Harris said in summing up 
the board’s decision. 

Members of the school committee met 
with the selectmen last week to discuss 
the size of the auditorium, part of the 
proposed school building program, 
because a seating capacity above 1250 
would have to be justified, by community 
use, and funded solely by the town. 

The state School Building Assistance 
Bureau (SBAB) will share the cost of 
building an auditorium seating no more 
than 1250, the projected high school stu- 
dent population for 1985, with an additional 
1800 square feet allowed for community 
use. 

‘People have said to us, this is our last 
shot at building an auditorium for the 
town, so why not go larger?’’ School Com- 
mittee Chairman Elaine Viehmann ex- 
plained to the selectmen. 

“Tf there is a real ilnterest in going 
larger, we want a consensus on it,’’.she 
said, ‘because that will be Andover’s part 
of the bill.”’ 

Viehmann said the cost of every 100 
seats over 1250 would be $5500-$6000. 

The ‘‘outside limit” of the total cost the 
SBAB would agree to share would be $150,- 
000, said Town Manager Jared S. A. 
Clark. The town would therefore pay $75,- 
000 


Both the School Building Committee and 
the Finance Committee have voted in 
favor of a 1250-seat auditorium. 

The School Building Committee has 
proposed an auditorium with ‘‘music 
rooms, room for building scenery and 
storing props,’’ Viehmann said. ‘“‘We have 
bought that concept, and we can do it 
within our educational specifications. 

“Good sight lines and ancillary spaces 
are important to us, and we will provide 
them,’’ she continued, saying the school 
committee had rejected the idea of a 
“bare box’’ for an auditorium. 

But Bob King, a high school teacher who 
is involved with the drama and music 
clubs, rose from the audience to say he 
hopes the town would not ‘‘go with the ab- 
solute minimum, and do it as cheaply as 
they can. 


‘“‘We never have the money to do it 
right,’’ he said, “‘but, (referring to the 
problems with Bancroft school and the 
high school gymnasium roofs) we always 
have the money to do it over again. 

“Let’s not cheat the kids or the com- 
munity,’’ King concluded. ‘‘This 
auditorium will be there far beyond 1985.” 

Selectman James Abramson replied, 
‘We will do it right, regardless of the 
number of seats. It will be properly con- 
structed.” 

School Committeeman John Eaton said 
the majority of that committee favors 
building 1400 to 1450 seats. He added that 
his son is a member of the student building 
committee, and that-most students favor 
from 1400 to 1600 seats. 

Eaton pointed out that the recent high 
school production of ‘“‘Guys and Dolls’’, 
held in the West Jr. high school 
auditorium, ‘‘was sold out for three con- 
secutive nights in a 760-seat auditorium. 
And they. could have sold twice as many 
tickets — people were turned away at the 
door.”’ 

However, Finance Committee Chair- 
man Donn Byrne cautioned that ‘‘a 1250- 
seat auditorium is not a modest venture. 
We have to look at the budget all the way 
around — this is not an issue in a vacuum. 

‘‘We can’t go for the moon on this,” 
Byrne added, ‘‘when we are hard-pressed 
to offer services without imposing a huge 
tax-rate increase.” 

The selectmen had cost very much in 
mind when they voted. ‘‘My feeling is that 
1250 seats will take care of all community 
affairs,’’ Harris said, ‘‘with a decent stage 
and auxilliary rooms that will be suitable 
for a first-rate production. 

“There is no question that it will be done 
correctly and properly,’’ Harris added. 

Abramson favored seating for the 
students and faculty, he said, ‘“‘but more 
seating for cultural events? I’m totally op- 
posed to it.”’ 

The proposed seating capacity is ‘‘pret-

The school committee Tuesday night 
reconsidered the size of a new high school 
auditorium, and went ‘‘along with the 
tide” for 1250 seats. 

Some of them added, however, that 
they’d be happy to support a larger facility 
if the taxpayers appeared willing. 

Chairman Elaine Viehmann said the 
board was still in disagreement with the 
building committee over what size the 
auditorium should be (they're meeting 
with the building group at 7:30 tonight in 
town hall), and that the selectmen last 
Wednesday had supported 1250 seats plus 
1800 square feet to use in whatever way 
the school committee saw fit.

ty good-sized,’’ he said, ‘‘comparable to 
Boston theatres. I can’t see putting in 
more seats just for a few occasions when 
they might be needed.” 

Selectman Norma Gammon agreed: ‘‘I 
don’t want to spend $120,000 for 200 seats, 
especially when Phillips Academy, Lowell 
University, and Merrimack College are so 
close to us, and capable of seating more 
people when that’s necessary,’’ she said. 
“So we’ll run programs on more than one 
night when we have to.”’ 

With Lawrence Sullivan abstaining, 
Selectman Susan Poore cast the vote that 
made the selectmen’s position unanimous. 
““We’re all assuming it will be acoustically 
correct, et cetera, she said. “‘I could not 
possibly recommend more than 1250 
seats.”’ 

“I’m worried about paying for it,’’ she 
explained, describing a ‘‘serious 
situation’”’ on the bond market. ‘‘We could 
be laying a debt on the people the likes of 
which they have never seen before.’’ 

Poore further suggested that an alter- 
native be developed ‘‘as a back-up 
position” in the event that town meeting 
votes against a 1250-seat auditorium.

Since the seven square feet per seat 
alloted in the plans were ‘somewhat 
limiting in comfort, particularly at the 
high school level,’’ Viehmann said she 
thought the selectmen would have them 
use the extra square footage to improve he 
‘quality’ of the seating. 

School Committeeman John Eaton said 
it had appeared that the committee, in its 
Stand for 1400 to 1450 seats, was ‘‘going 
against the tide.’’ He moved to lower the 
figure to 1250, ‘‘as a school com- 
mitteeman,’’ and ‘‘for the preservation of 
the program.”’ 


“Tf we're out of step with the rest of the 
town,”’ he said, I’m just afraid we’ll run 
into trouble down the line.”’ 

Personally, he added, he would prefer 
something more. 

Colleague Donald Robb said his major 
concern is that the 1250-seat auditorium be 
the ‘‘best we can possibly have once we 
get it built. I don’t think any of us want 
just a square box. It must have quality and 
usefulness.”’ 

Initiate Dick Neal added that ‘‘it’s most 
important that it be built right. As a school 
committeeman it’s appropriate to support 
1250. As a private citizen, I would be happy 
to support a larger auditorium if the com- 
munity chooses.” 

Joe Finn still felt they were ‘‘cutting it 
too close,” allowing only for projected stu- 
dent population and not even for faculty. 

“Just because the state only wants to 
fund 1250 seats doesn’t mean it’s the right 
number for this town. 

“To count on an absentee rate so the 


faculty can sit down is wrong.’’

The Museum of Fine Arts is saluting 
Boston’s Jubilee 350 with a special exhibit 
of costumes, entitled ‘‘Boston Dresses 
Up,” and an Andover resident is involved. 


Mrs. John J. MeArdle, Jr., 47 Central 
St., is chairman of the Museum’s Ladies 
Committe. 

The exhibit will open April 15 at the 
Museum’s Faneuil Hall satellite, spon- 
sored by Champion International Corp. of 
Stamford, Conn. 

It will include a choice selection of 17 
costumes from the Musuem’s permanent 
collection, that were worn by notable 
Bostonians betwen 1750 and 1963 to parties 
and political functions, and as daytime at- 
tire. 

The gilt brocaded, crepe and velvet 
ensemble, at left in the accompanying 
photo, was worn in the late 1920’s by Mrs. 
George W. Mitton, whose husband was 
president of Jordan Marsh Co. from 1916 
to 1930. The evening dress of tulle em- 
broidered with spangles, was worn by 
another prominent Bostonian, Mrs. 
Horatio A. Lamb, around the year 1900. 
She was the granddaughter of pioneer tex- 
tile manufacturer Abbott Lawrence. 


Other costumes were worn by the 
Cabots, Sears and Bowdoins, to name a 
few. Many were designed by such renown- 
ed French fashion couturiers as Jean 
Philippe Worth, Madeleine Vionnet and 
Yves St. Laurent, who once worked for 
Christian Dior. 

Says Matthew Kiernan of the Museum's 
Department of Textiles, ‘‘Contrary to the 
typical image of Bostonians — one that 
says they don’t concern themselves with 
high fashion or spend money on such 
frivolities — this exhibition shows that 
many Bostonians have elegant taste and a 
strong sense of color and design.”’ 

The costuinies ‘range from an. '18th cen- 


tury blue brocaded silk dress worn by 
Mary Faneuil Jones, sister of Peter 
Faneuil who built Faneuil Hall, to a 1963 
aqua silk gown trimmed with seed pearls 
and gilt beads, worn by Rose Fitzgerald 
Kennedy to a WhiteHouse reception in 
honor of Haile Selassie, then the Emperor 
of Ethiopia.The gown was designed by 
Cristobal Balenciaga, who created many 
of Mrs. Kennedy’s ensembles during the 
1950’s and 60’s. 

A young girl’s party dress in pink, 
yellow and grey stripes against a 
background of champagne colored silk, 
reminiscent of the Gibson Girls style, is 
one of the most delightful costumes in the 
show. The dress features handmade lace 
on the bodice, puffed sleeves, and is 
trimmed with pleated ribbons of grey, 
pink, and green. A blue satin cummerbund 
and skirt inset add to the ‘‘sweet sixteen’’ 
feeling of the dress. 

Male attire of the early 1800s is 
represented by a man’s court suit made of 
dark plum broadcloth with an em- 
broidered floral pattern of silk and 
chenille threads in shades of lavender with 
sequins and paste gems attached. The suit 
was worn by the Honorable James Bow- 
doin of Boston, the son of Governor James 
Bowdoin, to a ball given by Napoleon I. 


Among the most elaborate women’s 
evening ensembles is an 1877 floor-length 
purple velvet skirt with deep folds and a 
tailored jacket. The velvet bodice is par- 
ticularly lovely for its slashed sleeves 
which are inset with lavender satin. The 
ensemble was designed by Worth of Paris 
for the trousseau of Sarah Choate Sears. 
Visitors will also see the lace-trimmed 
pink and cream satin dress that Fanny 
Crowninshield (later Mrs, John Quincy 
Adams) wore to a ball where she danced 
with the Prince of Wales.

In addition, Onanian would maintain an 
access road to the Andover Historical 
Society, located next to Olde Andover 
Village, at his expense, Sullivan said. 

Onanian has proposed this ‘‘novel ap- 
proach to the sale of the land’’ because it 
is difficult to assess the value of the lot, 
Sullivan said. ‘‘It is an odd-shaped lot for 
building on, and has limited uses. 
However,” he added, “it does have value 
to Mr. Onanian.’’

the School Building Assistance Bureau 
(SBAB) suggested changes in the com- 
mittee’s building plans, Town Manager 
Jared S. A. Clark told the building com- 
mittee. 

‘While Joe Bishop of the SBAB found 
the plans satisfactory overall,’’ Clark 
said, ‘‘he said the state would prefer to see 
larger spaces for industrial arts, 
homemaking, and art classes.’’ Larger 
classrooms would give the school more 
flexibility in scheduling students, Clark 
explained. 

The changes, which had not yet been ap- 
proved by the school committee, would 
make the shops and art room at the new 
junior high equal in size to those at West 
Jr. High, Architect Herbert Glassman of 
Pearly F. Gilbert Associates said. 

The state also suggested the elimination 
of proposed $255,000 passageways from 
Doherty to the Memorial Auditorium 
wing, because the empty hallways would ° 
cause monitoring problems, Gerry Dion, 
project architect, explained. 

By enlarging the industrial arts, 
homemaking and art rooms, Dion was 
able to include a corridor leading directly 
to the Doherty building, he said, 
eliminating the need for a separate 
passageway. 

In his revised plans, Dion said he also 
added storage space to the physical educa- 
tion area. 

Committee members grew angry when 
they caculated that enlarging the 
classrooms and improving the 
passageway could cost an additional $400,- 
000 


We made the decision to use Memorial 
Auditorium on the basis of a $250,000 
difference (between renovating the wing 
and building a new addition),’’ said com- 
mittee member Frank Hill. ‘‘We have a 
$700,000 difference now — and that’s a hell 
of a lot more than I believe I can sell to the 
town.”’ 

Committeeman Don Robb added, 
‘Essentially what it comes down to is that 
solving these problems will cost ‘us 
$400,000.’’ 

‘‘A new addition would probably be 
better educationally,’’ Robb said. ‘‘But 
there was a psychological advantage to us- 
ing Memorial Auditorium, for nostalgia. 

“But two weeks later,’’ he continued, 

‘nostalgia suddenly has a much higher 
price.”’ 

However, committee member Paul 
Curley said, ‘“‘We have always given 
special consideration to saving Memorial 
Auditorium — we can’t make this decision 
in a vacuum.” 

The discussion was further complicated 
by confusion over what type of auditorium 
would be built at Doherty if the building 
committee should choose that alternative. 

Robb asked what the educational 
specifications were for the junior high 
school auditorium: ‘‘What are we making 
a comparison with?” 

We are wasting time drawing circles in 
the air, comparing figures that no one un- 
derstands before the educational 
specifications have been approved by the 
school committee,’’ he said. 

However, Hill argued that the latest 
changes did not affect the school com- 
mittee’s specs for a junior high school 
auditorium. 

“We don’t want to know the costs for a 
junior high school emporium,”’ he said, 
‘‘but for an auditorium of the same caliber 
as the existing auditorium.” 

‘“‘Let’s just say we want the costs of a 
reasonable auditorium,’’ Curley 
suggested, ‘‘not a Cadillac, but not a 
Volkswagen.”’ - 

The committee voted to delay com- 
paring the revised plan for Memorial 
Auditorium with a new addition until they 
could have more accurate figures to work 
with.

@ Only friends and campaign workers care 

@ There’s general malaise, brought on by a lousy 
economy and touchy international situation 

@ There was no reason to be emotionally involved 

Aha! 

Town Clerk Elden Salter says from 10 year’s of ex- 
perience in Andover, that ‘‘as soon as you talk about 
schools or dogs, you get a turnout.”’ 

And the town manager agrees that people have to be 
directly affected by an issue to react, Ballardvale Com- 
munity Center, a case in point. It had drawn little atten- 
tion over the past two years, until the town talked about 
taking it away. People then reacted very strongly. As 
did parents of Doherty when there was talk about clos- 
ing their school. 

Emotion: herein lies the hope for a town meeting that 
the town manager feels will be one of the largest ever 
(and he’s betting 2,000 rented chairs on it). 

But after the emotion of the building program, and 
the drama of deciding where to draw the line on a school 
budget beset by inflation ( your hockey program or my 
music lessons or their new science texts? ), will there be 
enough interest — or emotion — to sustain attendance? 

In the end it might simply come down to an individual 
sense of civic duty — and we would hope that Andover 
residents rise to the occasion.

WASHINGTON -- Like a 
clumsy auto mechanic, Jim- 
my Carter has now been ner- 
vously tinkering with the 
U.S. economy for more than 
three years. His latest 
scheme calls fer letting the 
air out of the tires and 
bouncing the American peo- 
ple along the rough road of 
more inflation before going 
off a cliff into a recession. 

A cadre of skilled govern- 
ment economists within his 
own administration quietly 
fear that the president has 
pushed a political panic but- 
ton and come up with a blue- 
print for disaster. 

The career economists 
decline to dissent publicly 
but a number of them have 
told us that Carter is com- 
mitting another blunder. 
They agree that all of the 
inflation besetting the 
American consumers is not 
the president’s fault but they 
cite White House indecision 
and uncertainty as contrib- 
uting factors. 

For example, they point 
to Carter’s inept budget- 
balancing act this year. In 
January, he sent to Congress 
what was proclaimed an 
“austerity budget’ which 
would produce a_ federal 
spending deficit of under $16 
billion. 

Two months later, the 
president issued a recall for 
more repairs and has now 
rolled out a new model call- 
ing for a “balanced budget.” 

The experts we've talked 
to see little serious prospect 
that Carter and Congress 
will make any meaningful 
progress in cutting out 
waste in the budget. One 
said the president has just 
given it a barbershop trim, 
consisting of a few snips

They sharply question his 
other prescriptions. The 
White House and Treasury 
are encouraging higher 
interest rates and tighter 
credit at every level. The 
bank rates are already so 
high that one of our sources 
termed it outright usury. 
Usury has been against the 
law since the Middle Ages; 
now it seems to. be White 
House policy. 

Carter’s new oil import 
fee will drive gasoline prices 
at the pump up by an esti- 
mated 10 cents a_ gallon. 
This, along with the interest 
rates, will immediately 
boost the Consumer Price 
Index, sending essential liv- 
ing costs up. 

The Carter theory is that 
by forcing up the high costs 
of borrowing and buying, 
American families will cut 
back on their spending. He 
hopes to achieve less infla- 
tion by creating more. His 
curious approach failed to 
work in the past year and 
our sources doubt that it will 
succeed in the months 
ahead. 

They foresee the oncom- 
ing recession damping the 
furious forest fires of infla- 
tion. But they predict that 
for every percentage point 
the inflation rate is lowered, 
one million persons will be 
thrown out of work and $100 
billion will be lost in Ameri- 
can productivity.

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he Transit Region May Be Growing

With the spring appearance of annual 
Town Meetings, the Merrimack Valley 
Regional Transit Authority has become a 
topic of discussion in several communities 
to the east of the present district, where 
warrant articles propose joining the 
Authority. 

By statute, in addition to the present six 
communities (Andover, North Andover, 
Lawrence, Methuen, Haverhill, and 
Merrimack), any community within a 
defined regional area may, by vote of the 
town, join the Authority, provided it is ad- 
jacent to a member community. That 
provision has prompted the proposed new 
membership, as the other communities 
seek some of the types of services 
rendered by the Authority. 

Central to most new membership 
proposals is handicapped and elderly 
transportation. Andover was the first 
community within the Authority to re- 
quest and begin a service to meet these 
specialized transit needs. Under the re- 
quirements of several federal and state 
guidelines for provision of these services, 
local communities have several options, 
including providing no service for anyone, 
attempting to meet the requirements by 
town/municipal equipment and service, or 
turning to a transit authority, whose 
equipment, personnel, and management 
can be used to provide the service. In the 
case of the Merrimack Valley this means 
contractual services through a private 
concern with a working agreement with 
the Transit Authority. Such an arrange- 
ment opens up possibilities of federal and 
State assistance to the programs that 
would not be there in the case of local ser- 
vices. 

These expansions of service raise up an 


issue of importance to the entire 


Merrimack Valley: the flow of funding. 
Starting from a low service level and a

MVRTA has grown to a multi-modal 
System that touches different com- 
munities with a variety of commuter and 
local transportation. But, that has meant 
an increasing demand on the funding well, 
and the flow of funding has the distinct 
possibility of drying up if the expansion is 
continued at the present rate coupled with 
Proposal for cult-backs in domestic 
programs by the Federal Administration. 


This will force the region to examine not 
only transportation needs of each com- 
munity, but moreover the transit needs of 
the region as a whole. While protecting the 
local option for participation in any and all 
programs and the assessment for service 
based on actual services provided, such a 
regional approach will have to look to 
what the communities as a region need, 
not just what they ‘‘want’’. 

Continued expansion is not possible 
because of monetary restraints; but those 
very restraints may well bring about the 


truly regional transit system for which the 
Authority is designed. The process of that 
change will increasingly be a topic for dis- 
cussion and comment by both local of- 
ficials and the general public. As a Town, 
we in Andover, should begin to think 
toward the reality of both our own in-town 
needs and our links to the region so we can

sider accepting a long-term lease on the 
land, if town meeting proves unwilling to 
sell it. 

“‘We realize this has been a nice area for 
the abuttors,”’ Sullivan said. ‘‘It separates 
the business area from their residential 
area. I can’t blame them for not wanting , 
to lose it, and we would like to accomodate 
them as much as possible.”’ 


Onanian is willing to maintain a 
“‘buffer’’ around the lot ‘‘in excess of what 
is normally required,’’ Sullivan said. ‘‘But 
if you ask us to make the buffer area so 
large that we could only fit in 10 spaces, 
then obviously it would not be worth it to 
us,”’ he added. 

However, the abuttors who attended the 
selectmen’s meeting were more concern- 
ed with potential flooding problems than a 
buffer zone. 


“‘There are tremendous water problems 
inthe whole area along School Street,’ 
said Fernand Bernardin, a resident of 49 
School St. for 15 years. ‘‘This area is a 
wetlands, and it drains at the easterly 
border abutting Olde Andover Village. 

‘“‘When there’s a heavy rain, you should 
see the water coming down there,” Ber- 
nardin said. ‘‘With all hardtop there, we’ll 
have a worse problem than ever before. 

“T have nothing against Mr. Onanian,”’ 
Bernardin said, ‘‘but if this goes through, 
it will hurt a lot of people who take pride in 
their homes, and who have spent a lot of 
money on their homes. School Street is a 
fine street,”’ he said, ‘‘I believe one of the 
finest you’ll find anywhere.”’ 

The parking lot would also increase 
downtown parking problems, Bernardin 
added. ‘‘In my humble opinion, we would 
have a small Salem, N.H. on Main 
Street.”’ 


Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark con- 
curred that the wooded lot is now a 

“collection point’ for water running off 
the existing parking lot. However, he ex- 
plained, the proposed drainage system, 
would ‘‘pick up” the water. 

The system is scheduled for completion 
this year. 

Water and Sewer Director Bob 
McQuade pointed out that the empty lot 

“now works as a plus’ for the neighbors. 
Even with the new drainage system, he 
explained, ‘if water freezes it can’t get 
into the drains. That could cause serious 
problems for the neighbors.”’ 

“Anytime you take away a natural 
retention area, you cause problems,” 


McQuade said. 

“Even a well-designed system may 
fail’’ Selectman Susan Poore told Sullivan. 
‘“The system can be clogged with leaves or 
frozen.” 

Sullivan replied that ‘‘the drainage 
problem is being addressed. ‘‘If it can’t be 
worked out, you will vote on it.”’ 

However, he said the selectmen should 
remember that ‘‘the town has a parking 
problem, and this lot may eventually 
become a parking area anyway. 


“It is very likely that this area will not 
stay the way it is,’’ Sullivan added. 

The selectmen took no position on the 
land sale last week, but instructed 
Sullivan to develop more information 
about the proposed drainage system and 
work towards an agreement with the ab- 
butors. 

Sullivan asked to meet with the 
selectmen again before town meeting: 
‘“‘We need to know what your restrictions 
will be,’’ he explained.

Reversing an earlier decision, the 
selectmen last week voted to add a captain 
and two patrolmen to the police depart- 
ment, Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark 
said Friday. 

The selectmen agreed to put the police 
personnel back into the budget, for a total 
of $60,669, after a closed-door session with 
Chief James Johnson and the town 
manager. 

The selectmen had cut the positions 
from the budget one week earlier, saying 
they wanted to give the new chief time to 
reorganize the department before adding 
personnel. The town manager had advised 
against the cut at that time. 


Report 
Packed 
With Info 


The Finance Committee Report, due in 
residents’ homes next week, won’t be a 
thing of great graphic beauty, Town 
Manager Jared S. A. Clark said this week. 

There aren’t a lot of illustrations, he 
said. “It’s not the Time-Life approach. 
It’ll be fairly heavy duty reading.”’ 

The so-called town meeting bible will, 
he said, be more voluminous than usual, 
but may in the end shorten the town 
meeting sessions themselves. 

He said that within the budget docu- 
ment, explanations below some of the 
various line items tend to be ‘‘a little 
longer.”’ 

Hopefully, he said, that will make the 
presentations by various boards and com- 
mittees more clear, and cut down on some 
of the discussions on the floor. That is, he 
added, if people bother to read it ahead of 
time. 

The report went to the printer this week, 
and by state law must be mailed by Tues- 
day. 

While longer in pages, the report saved 
tax dollars in some other ways, Clark said. 

By using the word processing system of 
the new computer, they were able to send 
the report to the printer ‘‘camera ready,”’ 
and save some $3,000 in composition costs. 

A notice on the sodium content of town 
water, which the state requires be com- 
municated to residents each year, has also 
been published in the report. Not sending 
the notice out separately has saved about 
$2,000 in mailing costs. 

The report also includes a Talent Bank 
application which may produce volunteers 
to serve on some of 27 various town 
boards, committees and commissions. 
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Add Three To Police Department 


“The selectmen’s concern was about the 
quality and capabilities of the police 
department,’’ Clark explained. ‘‘The chief 
was able to get their support for the 
programs he has implemented to improve 
police services.’’ 

Johnson convinced the selectmen that 
“the additional manpower is needed, and 
can be used well,” Clark said. 

The addition of a captain will give the 
chief more time to administer the depart- 
ment and develop new programs, Clark 
said, while the captain ‘carries out 
programs and monitors work on a day-to- 
day basis.”’ 

Among the new programs and changes 
Johnson described to the selectmen, are 


the installation of tachographs in police 
cruisers to monitor fast starts and high 
speeds, and a weekly analysis of criminal 
activity that allows a more effective use 
of manpower, Clark said. 

Other innovations include an anti- 
vandalism program conducted in coopera- 
tion with the schools, and the training of a 
crime-prevention officer who lectures 
before community groups. 

Chief Johnson has also taken police 
sergeants ‘‘out of the station and onto the 
street to supervise the patrolmen,”’ Clark 
said, ‘‘leaving station duties to the 
lieutenants.”’ 

In addition, the chief has become in- 
volved in “‘community outreach, trying to 
understand the community and establish 
mutual cooperation’ with the school 
department, merchants and residents, the 
town manager said. 

“The chief would like to encourage peo- 
ple to contact the police to investigate 
crimes,’’ Clark said, ‘‘and work with the 
police department in preventing crimes.’’ 

The town’s new computer system has 
proven to be ‘‘a very effective crime: 
prevention tool,” he said. ‘‘We now have 
ten times the information we had before.’’ 

Effective use of that information will 
help make the police department more 
effective, said the town manager: ‘‘With

the rising crime rate, there will never be 
enough police on random patrols to deal 
with it. But by using greater intelligence 
— in the military sense — patrolmen can 
be used much more effectively.’’ 

Clark said he would like to see from six

to eight patrolmen added to the police 
department over the next several years. 
‘We could use them all right now,’’ he ex- 
plained, ‘‘but to retain them all at once 
would have too great an impact on the tax 
rate.”’
